adhering to the barrels, if you can. The cause of guns leading 
has never been satisfactorily explained; it seems to 
be a peculiarity of some guns. You will some¬ 
times find a gun that leads with soft Bhot and not 
with hard; others will lead with hard shot and not 
with soft, and some will lead with either kind; 
many do not lead at all. There are some powders 
that leave a hard, and almost insoluble residuum; 
this is often mistaken for lead, especially when 
the gun has not been wiped before the accu- 
nBP mulation has become hard. I use two guns; one 

leads badly with hard shot, but not with soft; 
F the other does not lead at all. I prefer to use 

chilled shot, and have adopted the following treat¬ 
ment very successfully when my gun leads. Wipe 
out the gun as clean as you can get It, then rub 
plenty of Btrong mercurial ointment on the leaded 
parts, put it in a warm place, and the mercury 
will dissolve the lead; it can then easily be wiped 
out perfectly clean: then polish the inside of the 
barrel well with plumbago, and It will be some 
time before it will lead agalu; by this treatment 
there can be no Injury to the barrels, as by the 
use of a wire brush or scraper. You may coat 

__ shot with silver, gold, tiu or any other metal 

softer than gun barrels, and you will find that 
the concussion when the gun la fired, will jam and 
scratch them to such an extent that the original 
finish will not be perceptible, and leading will 
take place as with any other shot. I recently 
received a circular calling attention to a new 
kind of shot, which “prevents the tainting or prem¬ 
ature decay of game hitherto hastened by contact 
with black lead polish,” certainly a good thing in

Editor Chicago Field: —Recent improvements iu the man¬ 
ufacture of shot having set many sportsmen thinking, and given i 
rise to many theories, 1 will give a few of my views 
on the subject, for what they may be worth. The 
general idea for many years has been, that if shot 
were uniform Id size, spherical in form,and smooth 
in finish, the best results would lie obtained; every 
one considering only the quality, and appearance 
when put into the gun, and not its quality upon 
leaving the barrel, and during its flight to the . 
object of the shooter’s Dim. 

A number of years ago, upon the introduction of 
hardened shot In England, vurious experiments 
were made, all going re .ihow that isoft shot, 
although absolutely perfect when Jiut into the 
load, were so deformed and out of ytyape upon 
leaving the gun, that a verj'Ltrge proportion of 
the charge was lost; this WiS owing to their being 
crowded agalust each other with such tremendous 
force by the explosion of the powder, and by 
contact with the surface of the barrel, that very- 
few, If any, of the pellets retained their original 
shape. If any one will take the trouble to erect a 
soft target, eight feet square,made of plank thickly- 
padded with cotton waste or batting, stretching a 
cloth on the ground from the gun to the target, 
say forty yards, they will find upon firing soft 
shot, that, the pellets begin to fall at a very short i ffY 

distance from the muzzle of the gun, and will be 
sprinkled along on the ground iu an increasing -saygg- 

ratio up to the target, and that the shot caught in 
the target are nearly all badly out of shape, 
many of them having indentations on their several 
sides, from compression against other pellets while 
passing from the barrel. Most of the pellets 
which have falleu shortof the target, will be found 
to be flat, three-sided, and every Imaginable shape except round 
I enclose for your examination, samples of both hard and soft 
shot, obtaiued In this way. 

Two or three years ago W. W. Greener, of Birmingham, Eng.,

Report of the American Fish Cultural Association. 

(CONTINUED.) 

SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS- 

On the report of the nominating committee the following 
officers were elected for the ensuing year: 

President—Robert B. Roosevelt. 

Vice-President—George Sheppherd Page. 

Secretary—Barnet Phillips. 

Treasurer—Eugene G. Blackford. 

Executive Committee—H. T. Reeder, F. Mather, J. W. Milner, 
W. F. Witcher, S. Green, and H. D. McGovern. 

Mr. Eugene G. Blackford then read a paper on the “Peculiar 
Features of the Fish Market,” which, with otherB, will appear In 
our columns from time to time. The president then spoke of the 
necessity of a close time for shad in the Hudson and of his 
efforts to obtain one. ' 

Mr. Green stated that railroad facilities had increased the con¬ 
sumption of shad, and that if a close time was made the river 
could be tilled with them. 

Professor Milner read the following paper on “The Work of 
“Shad-Hatching on tbe Head Waters of Chesapeake Bay," de¬ 
scribing a new plan of hatching-machines. 

The work of shad-hatching In 1877 and distribution on the 
part, of the United States was carried on as in the previous years 
in connection with the commissioner of Maryland, Major T. B. 
Ferguson. No work was done south of the Susquehanna, at 
Havre de Grace. The Maryland commission began operations 
about the Sth of May at Havre de Grace, Maryland, near the 
point, where the Susquehanna pours its watere into Chesapeake 
Bay. The selues and gill-nets in this vicinity are very numerous, 
and by statioulng men at points conveniently near two or three 
nets a great many tish can be handled. On the night of the 14th, 
Major Ferguson’s men took 1,250,000 Bhad-eggs. About this 
date, having received word from Major Ferguson that be was 
ready for co-operation with the United States in the work of 
hatching and distribution, we went to Havre de Grace with a 
force of men, and between that time and the 13th of June 
1,495,000 Bsh were distributed In waters of the southern Atlantic 
coast, tributaries to the Mississippi, and to the Sacramento, of 
California. Altogether, at thiB station, under the joint work of 
the state and United States, about 8,444,000 tish were hatched, 
the larger portion being couBigned to adjacent waters. 

The hatching was done with a novel and exceedingly efficient 
apparatus, which marks one of the greatest advances in tish cul¬ 
ture yet made. It must certainly appear to you as a novel pro¬ 
ceeding to batch tish by steam, but this is precisely what we did. 
We didn’t steam the eggs in a cullender, but a teo-horse-power 
steam-engine was set in motion at a slow revolution. A long 
Bhafting with eccentrics moved the long arms of the levers up and 
down, and suspended from the ends of the short arms were sheet- 
iron cylinders, with wire-netting bottoms, half-submerged In the 
river. The slow up-and-down movement, when a quantity of eggs 
were put Into the cylinders, kept them In gentle motion withlu 
the arms until they were hatched. As the engine and machinery 
were fixed upon a large scow anchored out in the stream, it was 
possible to have levers projecting on each side, the inner ends 
being coupled In a sliding knuckle-joint, so that one eccentric 
moved both. 

The fish hatched with perfect success, and proved vigorous and 
hardy in the longest trips made, as the one to California. 

There are great advantages in this apparatus over any pre¬ 
viously used for the purpose. The more especially desirable 
features being the possibility of complete success wbeu there la 
no current whatever; the advantage that the cylinders can be 
closed with wire-netting covers, and when the temperature rises 
to a dangerous point they may be sunk to the deeper, cooler 
strata of water, and the eggs kept in motion the same as at the 
surface , the portability of the whole apparatus over and to all 
uew points for work. The covers similar to' the Bell & Mather 
apparatus, but considerably Improved, were also used Bucces6- 

Early in July operations began at 8outh Hadley Falls, Mass., 
and at the time the work closed, July 25, about 3,018,000 were 
distributed and turned into the Connecticut. 

To sum up, 110,000 shad were sent to California, 1,263,000 
were put. Into tributaries of the Mississippi river, 1,365,000 in the 
South Atlantic and Gulf rivers, aud 1,588,000 in the streams of 
New England, the larger portion in the Potomac—in all about 
4,500,000 shad. 

At South Hadley Falls, Mr. Charles G. Atkins conducted a 
series of experiments on the estimation of shad-eggs, and Is dis¬ 
posed to reduce tbe standard of estimation about 20 per cent, 
below that we have used. There have been reductions of the 
standard from time to time from the first hatching of shad. 
Whether there Is necessity for so great a reduction I shall be bet¬ 
ter able to say after testing the matter the coming season. 

After a short discussion on patent rights, the presldeut, Mr. 
Robert B. Roosevelt, read a paper on the “Reproductive Habits 
of Eels,” and at the opening of the afternoon session Professor 
Goode gave some “Statistics of American Fisheries," Including 
oysters, and Mr. Reeder, of the Pennsylvania commission, gave 
an account of the black bass aud 6almon work in his state. 

An entirely new question was then opened by Mr. James Annin, 
proprietor of the trout breeding works at Caledonia, N. Y. He 
asked for information in regard to putting the eggs of trout in 
soft or hard water, and said that in his experience eggs put in 
soft water will not stand as much as those placed in hard water. 

Mr. Green: My opinion on the subject is from one of our men 
who has charge of the hatching in Greene county. He took a 
great many eggs in that county last Fall and took a great many 
from our state. The eggs from Greene county were all from 
soft water. The water the spawn was taken from was soft water. 
His experience showed that the eggs taken from tbe fish in the 
soft water were very much thinner than those taken from the hard 
water,—that Is, from the lime-water—and I am of the opinion that 
they will not bear transportation as well. The softrwater flab 
will not bear the transportation that the hard-water fish will. 
When you come to Bblp the eggs, the advantage would be very 
much in favor of the hard-water trout. By hard water, I mean 
any water impregnated with lime. 

After which Mr. Page described an establishment for hatching 
the Salma foHtiualU at Rangely Lake, Maine. Trout bad been 
taken with the fly during the spawning season; also, that a large 
number of the blue-black trout and their eggs had been distribu¬ 
ted through Maine. The fact is of great Interest, as It is tbe 
first establishment of a permanent batching-house lor the pur¬ 
pose of propagating that species of the Salrno fonlinalis, or of 
that variety which, I believe, is now admitted to be the largest 
kuown in tbe world. The nlne-and-a-half-pound trout from the 
Rangely Lake was sent to the Smithsonian Institute. If It reached 
Professor Baird, I think It will be on record as the second largest 
trout known. The largest was that of ten pounds, takeu in 1867 
In the same water. 


Mr. Mather: Mr. Page stated that tbe trout had been taken 
with the fly during tbe spawning-season. I would say that I have 
taken the grayling with the fly, and taken the spawn from the 
fish immediately after, and also that there is to be an effprt this 
Spring to take grayling Bpawn. 

Mr. Blackford suggested certain changes in the organization 
of the sections whose duty it was to report on special subjects.

At the Bame time the American Fish-Cultural 
Association are desirous of expressing tbe pleasure they feel at 
having had associated with them so mauy gentlemen directly rep¬ 
resenting, In a commercial sense, the fishing interests of New 
York, and that they are quite sanguine In the belief that the im¬ 
pression of such a practical working element must advance the 
interests of the association. 

Tbe president then made a few remarks and the meeting ad¬ 
journed to meet again in February, 1879. Taking it altogether 
it was the most interesting and. considering the high character of 
the papers read, the most important of any yet held. 

Cun Trout and Grayling Live Together l 

Albany, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Next to never making a mistake is 
to have one’s mistakes kindly corrected. Not many have this 
art. Your correspondent “Oikol” is one of the few. If I were 
an eel l would wish him to skin me, for I am sure he would do 
bis work gently. 

When I wrote my brief letter on grayling, last August, I made 
my casta somewhat at random, as one must needs do when fish¬ 
ing in strange waters. I had only known the flsli, from personal 
observation, for a day or two, but I had no hesitation in pro¬ 
nouncing them the counterparts of the old lady’s dinner—plenty 
such as It was, and good enough what there was of ill They 
rose splendidly, fought vigorously and tasted deliciously; and 
therewith I was content. 

But I confess that the absence of trout was not simply a mys¬ 
tery, but a real source of regret. Better water for them never 
sought the sea. Why, as they were not there, should they not be 
put there! was a question which constantly recurred to me, as 
grayling after grayling rose at my Invitation from just such places 
as trout are elsewhere wont to congregate. I confess, further, 
that the thought of “incompatibility" never came to me; not that 
sad experience had not often compelled me to enter ray protost 
against herding wolf and lamb together, either In sheepfold or 
angling waters. The best trout streams in our own state have 
been put in jeopardy, if they shall not be entirely destroyed, by 
the introduction of pickerel and baas. But I assumed that as, by 
consent aud approval of the Intelligent fish commissioners of 
Michigan, salmon had been Introduced into the waters of the 
Au Sable, without seeming fear of their effect upon grayling, that 
no harm could come to them by the Introduction of trout also, 
for trout are no more pugnacious than salmon; and If the one 
were officially recognized as fit co-habitants of graylings, why 
should trout be excluded? Hence my tacit assent to the declared 
purpose of a Chicago gentleman, whom I casually met, to 
“initiate the experiment” of introducing trout to those waters. 

If I had known more of the grayling—of his power or non- 
power to take care of himseU; or, if I had shared in “Oikol’s” 
experience of the rapid depletion of grayling in waters, where 
trout are also iudlgenous, I might have dissented from what I 
tacitly approved. But perhaps not, for may not the growing dis¬ 
parity In the numbers of tbe two fish in the rivers he named have 
some other explanation than that of the superior fighting quali¬ 
ties of the trout? Might we not assume (1) that the trout In 
those rivers multiply much more rapidly than grayling! Or if not 
that, Is it not (2) possible that grayling rise much more readily 
to the line than trout, and so, where the two exist together, are 
much more rapidly exhausted! I do not state these propositions 
as a conclusion, but simply as a possible answer to “Oikoi’s" ex¬ 
perience in the Boyne and Jordan; and because, and chiefly, to 
elicit something more from him and other equally Intelligent ob¬ 
servers upon a subjectl have thought of a good deal, and which 
is of real practical importance. If trout and grayllug cannot live 
together, then by all means keep them apart. Both deserve the 
high place each holds in the estimation of the most intelligent of 
the brotherhood of anglers, and 1 shall be glad that I miscon¬ 
ceived the effect of bringing them together, if this misconception 
shall have provoked a discussion which shall ultimate in pre¬ 
venting what “Oikol” so positively assumes would be a fatal 
mistake. 

But just here, had I any desire to push any theory of my own, 

I would remind my friend that the possibility of trout and gray¬ 
ling living together in the future might be affirmed from the fact 
that they have lived together in the past. When the Boardman, 
the Boyne and the Jordau were first fished, both trout and gray¬ 
ling were taken. How long had they been there! Probabably 
since tbe fifth morning of creation—before Adam was born or 
Eden planted. But as I have no theory to urge I merely throw 
out this suggestion to show into what deep waters the seemingly 
simplest problem of science sometimes plunges its votaries. I 
am content without controversy, and until 1 shall know more of 
the self-asserting and pugilistic qualities of the grayling—to 
agree with “Oikol" that the two fish, like people of “incompati¬ 
ble tempers,” will best attain their fullest measure of vitality 
and happiness when given separate waters In which to swim 
and multipljr. 

In referring to Mr. Fitzhugh as the “discoverer” of the grayling, 
I of course meant, no more than to give him the credit of having 
been really the first to make their home-haunta and gamey quali¬ 
ties generally known to the angling public. For, in the letter in 
which I paid him this criticised compliment, I spoke of tbe gray¬ 
ling as having been known to and appreciated by the anglers of 
the old world long before either Columbus or the American con¬ 
tinent were thought of. “Oikol” himself places our mutual 
friend on tbe proper pedestal when he says: “While he should 
not be called the father of the grayling—us he Is sometimes—he 
may with propriety be called the father of grayling fishing.” 

Before closing this note, I wish to add just a single word of 
warning: After my two days’angling on the Au Sable, during 
which I contented myself with sixty fish when many times that 
number could have been taken, I met a party of three who 
counted their trophies by the thousand, and who took away with 
them eight or ten large boxeB filled with odorous proofs of their 
proweBS. I heard of other parties equally merciless, and learned, 
to my regret and disgust, that it is the habit of these “slaughterers 
of the Innocents,” to creel all that come to their hook, big and 
little indiscriminately, and then after selecting the largest cast 
the dead fingerllngs back Into the river or on to Its banks to rot. 
How long, thlDk you, can either the Au Sable or Manistee stand 


such ignominious drafts upon their present abundance? I have 
lived long enough to see many of what were once the best trout 
Btreams in tbe country depleted by such processes, and unless 
something is done to summarily stop this criminal waste, some of 
the juvenile anglers of to-day will live long enough to see both of 
these magnificent rivers as barren of grayling as these merciless 
pot-hunters and cockney anglers are of the true spirit of the gen¬ 
tle art. G. D. 

Good News For Virgioiu Salmon. 


In tbe year 1875 the editor of this department of the Chicaoo 
Field was employed by the Hah commissioners of tbe state of 
Virginia to hatch the California salmon, aud turned out great 
numbers of them in the North and South rivers, tributaries of 
the James, whose waters were used for “slack water navigation,” 
which is accomplished by a series of dams. Not having tbe fig¬ 
ures at hand we estimate the number of the latter between 
Lynchburg and Lexington, a distance of some forty or fifty miles 
by river, at about thirty, some of which are twenty feet 
in height, and in conversations with the commissioners, 
Drs. Robertson aud EUzey, we often mentioned the im¬ 
possibility of the adult Balmon ever returning to their place of de¬ 
posit, and regretted it, for tbe South river is apparently as fine a 
salmon stream as any in tbe country, abounding in Crustacea aud 
insect larva;, as well as gravel beds for spawning. 

They considered, very wisely, that wbeu tbe salmon came back 
and begau jumping at the lower dam in numbers, that It would 
then attract the attention of the people of the upper waters to 
the fact, although the euormous expense of tlshwuys over all 
these dams was not to be thought of. 

This, us we said, was in 1875, aud we then thought that the 
salmon might return In three years; hut tbe experience since 
gained iu the Connecticut and Delaware rivere seems to show 
that five years is nearer the figure, as Connecticut salmon were 
selling in New York markets this yeabfor the first time since 
their planting, five years ago, although a few forerunners had 
been caught for a year or two previous, and of the 5,000 put in 
the Delaware in 1873, a dozen or two have been caught. Per¬ 
haps the commissioners were content with the fact that the fish 
could not get out of the state, and that if caught they would 
afford food to its citizens; or, perhaps, they considered it better 
to pen them up below until ripe, then take tbe spawn aud trans¬ 
port it to the head-waters. If, however, they had no definite 
plans, but, in their stead, a trust in time to bring tilings around 
in right shape for the debarred salmon, as well as the shorn lamb, 
they did not trust in vain, for, according to the following report, 
tbe days of the dams are numbered, and if not down in time for 
the expected run of tbe first lot in 1880, they certainly should be, 
according to terms of the contract here given as sent us by our 
Virginia correspondent, under date of Richmond, Vu., Nov. 28: 

Tue coinraittee of tbe James liiver and Kanawha Canal Company, 
having under consideratl-.n the proposition of the Richmond aud Alle¬ 
gheny Railroad c'ompauy tor the transfer of the propurty.franchise,etc., 
of the csual company to the ruilroud company, met to-day. .Major 
Johnsou, president of the canal company and chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, submltied a report setnug forth that the stockholders 
,-bould recommend tbe adoption of a preliminary contract which would 
pruvide that the consideration to be paid and rendered by rbe Rich¬ 
mond and Allegheny Railroad Company should be tbe asstnuptiou and 
psyiueu' uf all debts and obligations ot the cuual company; that, the 
ratlrond company should blud itself to complete arid equip a railroad 
from Rtebuioud, by way or Lynchburg, to Uuctinuan, with u branch 
from the ruaiu tine to Lexington, the entire line to be completed und 
equipped within twenty mouths after the commencement of the work; 
that in.- business of tbe caual should not be interrupted during the 
railroad construction; that the railroad company should deposit with 
the hoard of Public Works of Virginia. $roAi,u0U in registered Untied 
stales bonds as security for the faithful carrying out of the contract; 
that tbe canal company should apply to the legislature for the passage 
or au uct legalizing the contract. The report woe unanimously adopted 
by the general cummittee, und the fact communicated to the representa¬ 
tives of tbe ruilroud company, who took the matter under considera¬ 
tion. 

Tue railroad representatives expres-themselves satisfied with the con¬ 
tract, aud will report to tbe hoard or IMreclura at a meeting to lie held 
Saturday, tn New York, recommending that tbe proposition be accepted, 
and tbat immediate steps be taken to push the scheme to completion. 

We congratulate the Virginia Kish Commission, ami, through 
them, the people of the old dominion, on the prospect of a de¬ 
struction of these dams and the restoration of their rivers to the 
original purpose for which rivers were intended, namely, to fur¬ 
nish food for man; and the rivers of Virginia, which rise among 
the mountains, are well adapted for salmon, especially the quin- 
nat or California salmon, whose constitution admits t licit' pass¬ 
ing through the warmer waters of the lower portions of the rivers 
on their way to the cool gravelly streams above. 

It is well established that the mlgrutorv tishea are the great 
food producing ones, their habit, of only frequenting the breed¬ 
ing grounds during the season w hen the reproductive instinct im¬ 
pels them, and of feeding at distant places renders a river capa¬ 
ble of producing thousands of pounds of ocean-fed tish where 
but few of the local fishes would find food enough to arrive at 
maturity. 

German Fish Notes.

Stettin,Nov. 18—Concerning the extraordinary growth or Califor¬ 
nia salmon, later news has been received. Mr.Von dem Borne re¬ 
ceived last Spring t wenty -nine salmon from Director liaack.of Hun- 
ingen,which were put in a large pond of one huud ed square rods 
am> which contained the young ot corcgouus and sea-trout. A 
few days ago the pond was drawn off and twenty-six Californi¬ 
ans were found which hud thriven wonderfully; they were, al¬ 
though not a year old, the length of a hand, aud were very Iteshy. 
They had already taken on a silver-white hue, the hack dark- 
brown with black spots, while our salmon does uot don his mi¬ 
gratory colora until one and a half to three years old. Among 
sea-trout and coregonus they had apparently made great havoc, 
for the supply of the latter was less than expected. 

We learn from Hamburg that the American oyster is bccomiug 
a formidable rival to the llolsteln and English as well as to tbe 
Heligoland oyster. Every steamer brings American oysters from 
New York and the same are sold at Hamburg at about twenty- 
three cents a dozen. 

[We have often told our European friends that they never sec 
the best American oysters. Ordinary Southern oysters bring that 
price In New York, while “blue points,” whose shell is not over 
two and a half to three inches long, sell for 30 to 40 cents per 
doz.— Editor Chicaoo Field,] 

Hameln, Nov. 16.—The capture of salmon has begun on our 
weir, but they have only fished in order to obtain the spawn of 
the ripe Balmon for our breeding establishment. In all about 100 
Autumn Balmou were caught, of which ouly five were females. 
Lately 23,000 California salmon arrived here and all are hatched. 
The first new Winter salmon was caught here about a week ago, 
It weighed eighteen pounds. 


Trout at Mount Shasta. —About a year and a half ago Mr.

How lo Cheek llie Destruction of Game. 


Warsaw, Indiana. 

Editor Chicago Field: -I see in your paper frequent discuss¬ 
ions, as to tbe reason of tbe decrease of game, and proposed reme¬ 
dies therefor. The reasons for tbe decrease of game are so obvious 
that it is almost useless to enumerate them. Independen tly of nat¬ 
ural causes, viz.: Intensely cold Winters andexcesstve rains during 
the breeding season,—matters over which human legislation has 

no control,-there are three causes: First, market shooting, 
second, shooting by sportsmen; third, poPliuntlng. netlr6t 
destroys more game than all the others combined. F rom one end 
of tbe country to the other market gunners carry on a * ar “ex¬ 
termination against all the game birds, from the Bret to the bbI 
day of the open season. They have no Interest in the matter 
except making all the money possible during thi shoot ng eeason. 
There is no place where game abounds sacred from their intru¬ 
sion. No law* except such us impose heavy penalties upon 
them, that they regard. They shoot thousands of birds and ship 
them during the hot weather, when tbe chances are one hundred 
to one that they will he spoiled when they reach their destination. 
Thev slaughter birds lu places Inaccessible to the ordinary sports¬ 
man, until there is truly no place within the borders of the 
states, where tbe weary birds may rest In peace. I passed through 
your city on the 26tb of last mouth, and upou nearly every 
square there was exposed to sale every variety of game from the 
buffalo to the quail, seemingly In unlimited quantities. There is 
but one remedy for this, the evil. Enact tews in every state in 
the Union that game, at least game birds, ahall cease to be mer¬ 
chandise, that no person ahall buy or sell them, and such a la 
would be eminently just; wild game Is the property, not 0 
viduals, but of the state. They become property only after they 
are killed and reduced to possession. It is to the interest of t 
state Hist they be preserved because their pursuit furnishes an 
innocent amusement for our young men If pursued aright, and 
gives to them a sound body.

While it is impossible to eliminate the element ° f r 
owing to the difference in ground worked-over, the, hour of the 
day and the condition of the atmosphere affecting the »eent, rad 
it is true of a dozen first-class dogs, one is as likely to wini as the 
other by some such accident, yet it Is an absolute fact that It Is 
not only Impossible for a poor dog to win, hut c 8 ual 'y for . 
ordinary dog, and Drake and Joe Jr. demonstrate this fact. If 
any on7ts laboring under any such delusion, let him try a dozen 

such dogs (under honest judges, of course), and he will find each 

onewlll be shut out. . 

Each year the Improvement In the dogs lias been noticeable, 
but never more so than at the present meeting. The work done 
by the puppies in the eighteen-raonths-old stakes would have 
done credit to aged dnga, and would have defeated many a stay- 
at-home-world-beater." Those who labor under the hallucination 
that the best dogs are to be found among those who stay away 
from trials would have been very soon convinced to the contrary 
by the work done in the Champion and Brace Stakes, even by 
those who did not win, for to defeat there was glory—more glory 
to be defeated by such grand work than to have won by the 
marked Inferiority of the competitor.

The Maxwell House, one of Ihe best, houses In the South and 
Southwest, was the headquarters of those attending the trials. 
Col. Johnson, the proprietor, by the good care he took of his 
guests, as last year, was voted to be "a good fellow and to know 
how to keep a hotel.” 

There were no pools sold on the 1’uppy Stakes, and not until 
Tuesday night were any sold on the Champion. Bruce and Nursery 
Slakes. In the Champion Stakes Drake and Dog Whip had eaeli 
made a clean score of live points w ith no demerit* to their ac¬ 
count. St. Elmo had been taken up to he put down again If he 
hud an opportunity to be placed. Erin It. had one flush, 
which was next day, as will he explained in his running, 
scratched off, and three points, and Coin had made one point 
when taken up for the evening to be put down next day to 
llnish his score. The following are the two first pools sold on 
each rate, from which there was not any material deviation. We 
give the dogs as they were selected In the pools purchased.

THE Jt Of NINO. 

On Monday morning, at (1:35, the running commenced with 
the Puppy Stakes for pointers and setters under IS months. Gen. 
Churchill not being likely to resell Belle Meade for some two 
hours, owing to the train being behind time. It was decided that 
Gen. Jackson and Dr. Young should go on and judge until he 
arrived. A blue and red dag were used to inform the spectators, 
who were kept 75 yards to the rear, of the points for merit and 
demerit, the blue for merit and the red for demerit. Mr. Luther 
Adams of Boston was selected to flag for the day. 

The sun shone brightly and the wind was northwest aud 
blowing a moderate breeze, cool but not cold. D. C. Sanborn’s 
white, black and tan setter bitch Jennie and W. A. Wheatley’s 
black and white setter bitch Prairie Bose, the first brace drawn 
to run, were cast off In field of oak woods aud short grass. Jen¬ 
nie was worked by Sstiliorn, and Prairie Bose by Elllston. Jennie 
started off at her usual rattling pace, and quartering in grand 
style had soon covered the field, while Prairie Bpse, moving at a 
slow and cautious gait, drew to a point, discovered her error and 
moved on. The field proving blauk, the doge were sent over Into 
the adjoining corn-field. Prairie Bose working close and .Jeunie 
making long sweeps in quartering; Prairie Rose found and pointed 
a covey and Jennie, catching sight of her as She turned, hacked 
handsomely. Elllston ordered to flush, advanced ti'i do so, when 
Prairie Bose jumped in and Rushed, and was charged with a lost 
opportunity.’, Jennie dropped to wing. Elllston shot and killed a 
bird aud with great difficulty persuaded Prairie Rose to retrieve 
it, and when she did she retrieved tt badly. A question arises here 
whether she should have been charged with a flush, as before the 
dogs were put down the rules were read and several poluts dis¬ 
cussed, among which was what should constitute a flush. The 
general understanding arrived at was that if a dog established his 
point, and hold it staunchly and long enough to settle it as a 
point, and then moved on and flushed, he should be credited with 
a point, but should be penalized for lack of staunchness. The 
plea advanced in BUpport of the ruling was that where a dog had 
a chance to lose he should have a chance to win. If after est.alc 
lislilng his point the handler failed to flush a bird, he would be 
penalized for a false point, therefore having made a true 
point, he he was entitled to the credit of It, but falling to be 
staunch on It, and there being points allowed for staunchness be 
should be penalized for it, for if staunchness did not come In 
there, where did it) The judges tn this instance decided, and as 
regarding a subsequent point made by Prairie Bose, that had she 
advanced with the handler and going ahead of him flushed the 
bird either by his order, or not, as In the case of Erin II., which 
will be mentioned with Ills running, they should have been guided 
bj the rule as agreed on, bat that having rushed In and flushed 
they regarded It as a willful and deliberate flush, and therefore 
striclly a lost opportunity. Upon mature consideration of the 
case we fail to sec it otherwise than a distinction without a dif¬ 
ference. Under the rule she had established her point long 
enough for the judges to be satisfied that It was a point, if be¬ 
fore which no biril could be found, demanded the penalty for a 
false point, and also long enough to demonstrate that the puppy 
running with her was staunch on a back. Now had a bird not 
been flushed before her point she would have got a demerit for a 
false point; having earned the point she was entitled to it, for If 
not, with a penalty for a flush If moving on, and a false point If 
a bird Is not round, the dog Is handicapped with the odds of two 
to !o6C and one to win. That, a proper understanding may he 
arrived at as to the correct ruling agreed on that a d"g should 
earn a point and be penalized for staunchness if he moved on and 
flushed after coming to a positive point, especially as to the rul¬ 
ing and definition of what a point Is and what a lack of staunch¬ 
ness Is, and that it might not be Imagined that a flush was not 
recognized, we will state that a fiuBh was understood to be where 
a dog put a bird up without coming to a point, either by run¬ 


ning on It or reading it up without coming to a stand. It is 
drawing the line close, but we think just, for that which has been 
earned must be paid. A point having been made, the value of it 
should be paid; should It not be a true point the dog fails to 
I produce what be claims to possess and demands value for, and 
I gels the penalty for the forfeiture of his contract—a false point.

| But to continue the running. The Hushed birds were marked 
■ down in the adjoining woods, with undergrowth of cane. Both 
i dogs were cast off, when Jennie again dashed off at lightning 
I speed, aud in the eane Hushed two birds in succession aud drop- 
I ped eaeli time to wing. Ordered on, she dashed luto another 
, piece of cane and i listed a covey and dropped to wing. Ordered 
| on as she rose up, a brace of birds, which remained when the 
rest of the covey flushed, flushed ami she dropped to wing in her 
j former tracks. Jennie’s speed took Elllston so much by surprise 
that he brought his bitch almost to heel and watched Jennie, 
therefore Prairie Bose hail no opportunity n> do anything. San¬ 
born finding a good string of lings to Jennie’s credit, lypieal 
of the rings she had been making around Prairie Hose, concluded 
to tuke her up, as she had iio chance to win. Down forty min¬ 
utes. ’’That's a loud off my iiliud,’’ said Sanborn, when he had 
taken her up. “I entered her only to help the association, as 
afier the Minnesota trials she had a very hud attack of distem¬ 
per, and l have had tio chance to give her any work since. I w’us 
delighted when she was drawn to run lu I he first brace, as I would 
he the sooner through with her.” 

At 10:45 Lass o' Gowrie, a blue belton setter hitch, the next, 
drawn, was put down with Prairie Rose. The brace were castoff 
in the adjoining corn-field. Lass o'Gowrie was worked by her 
owner, L. II. Smith. She 6et a gootl pace, showed good style 
and quartered fairly. The corn-field proving blank, the puppies 
ran into scrub oaks and grass skirting the corn-field, when Prai¬ 
rie Bose flushed a single bird, which, fortunately for her, was not 
noticed by the judges. Out of the scrub oaks into a field of short 
grass, with patches of weeds here aud there, the dogs ran, Prai¬ 
rie Rose to the left, Luss o'Gowrie to the right. In a patch of 
weeds on the bank of a rivule 1 which intersected the field, Prai¬ 
rie Rose pointed staunchly and iti good style, a covey. Lass 
o* Gowrie coming up hacked her handsomely. Elliston Hushed 
liut did not shoot, and Prairie Rose dropped to order. The covey 
flew to the hedge skirting Ihe brook running between this and 
the adjoining stubble-field, grown up with malted erati grass aud 
tall rag-weeds. To afford the birds a chance to move and give 


out some seeut, the dogs were taken over into the field but east 
off from tile hedge and worked tn a circle to return to the hedge 
when the birds would probably have moved. Both puppies ran 
up over the hill. Falling to liml, Prairie Bose ran down into the 
val.ey toward the hedge when she came ou the covey and made 
a staunch point. Lass o’Gowrie came down ami backed. The 
birds ran and Luss o' Gowrie was charged to allow Prairie Bose 
to road the birds, which she (ltd well. One bird flushed hut was 
not shot al, and Prairie Bose dropped to order. The remainder 
of the covey flushed and Hew lo the woods. As it was possible 
there might be some birds remaining, which, being ready to go, 
would most assuredly flush on the approach of the dogs, the 
judges, considering it would be sending them into the jaws of 
death, lo a certain flush, ordered them east off over the hill to 
draw the level plain ou top, aud then the valley beneath extend¬ 
ing toward the woods where the flushed birds had settled. The 
level proving u blank both puppies ran into the valley where, at 
the base of the lull, Prairie Bose, leaving Lasso’ Gowrie, swung 
off to the right to a small hedge where she commenced to feather. 
Lasso’ Gowrie quartering her ground had just begun to ascend 
the opposite bill when, in order to give Prairie Bose a chance to 
work herseent out, La>s o’Gowrie was ordered to he charged, 
that the judges might give their attention to Prairie Rose. I’n- 
fortunalely for her immediately Hie order Itad been given, she 
pointed In line style a single bird which, oil being flushed, Hew 
to the woods. Being up for the time being, Ihe judges could not 
give her a point. Prairie Rose failing to find anything, both 
puppies were sent to tile woods. Immediately on getting over 
the fence both simultaneously pointed, ami each was allowed a 
point. The birds were ilusncd hut not shot at Ordered on, 
Prairie Bose pointed, ami as Ellslou advanced to flush. rushed in 
and was charged with a flush. Having run iter score out she was 
taken up to be put down ugain to back. Down I hum- and 4U 
minutes. Lass o’Gowrie at the same time flushed u single bird 
and dropped to wing. 

Dan, white, black and tan setter, worked by Ids owner, D. ( . 
Sanborn, was put down at 11:15 with Lass o’ Gowrie in the same 
woods. Dan soo i began to show the judges Ids heels by Ids fast pace 
and wide rauging, and did some grand quartering, which, by tla- 
way, he did not get proper credit for. Labs o’ Gowrie pointed in 
some briars and oak leaves a portion of the scattered eovev; 
birds Hushed, but not shot at; Lass o’ Gowrie dropped to order. 
The remainder of the woods proving blauk, a wheat stubble with 
rag weeds was drawn. Both puppies did some line brace work, 
quarterli g their grouud well, crossing aud reerossiiig eaeli other 
from right to left and left to right, and showed pace ami style. 
It was a very pretty piece of work. Tile field proving blank, the 
puppies were taken up to be cast down in another field some 
three Helds to leeward, to be worked up wind. Gen. Churchill 
arriving on the ground at this moment, joined Gen. Jackson and 
Dr. Young and assumed the duties of associate judge. The 
three Helds of corn, wheat stubbles and rug-weed, and weeds 
and grass proving blauk, the woods left a short time since were 
again drawn, when three birds Hushed a long wav ahead of Lass 
o’ Gowrie for which she was not penalized. Next, Dan found 
and pointed staunchly anil in good style a single bird, widen was 
flushed, shot at and missed, and Dan dropped to shot. Lass 
o’ Gowrie, just below the brow of the hill in briar thicket pointed 
staunchly four birds; Dan brought up, backed well. The birds 
were flushed, hut not shot at; both puppies dropped to wing. 
Lass o’ Gowrie having run her score out, was taken up lo he put 
down agHln to retrieve. Down one hour and thirty minutes. 

Fannie, a white setter bitch, owned hy George Campbell, and 
worked by him, waa put down in same woods with Dan at 12:15, 
ami showed good style and speed and ranged wide, but, like all 
of Campbell's dogs, did not quarter well. The remainder of the 
woods proving blank, an adjoining ragweed field was drawn with 
tlie same result. A short recess for lunch was now taken. 

After lunch a corn-field was drawn blank, and then the woods 
with undergrowth of eane, where Jennie had done her Hushing, 
wero drawn. Dan and Fannie out of sight of each oilier simul¬ 
taneously pointed a covey, and each was allowed a point. The 
birds were Hushed and one killed over each point, and, to order, 
both puppies retrieved in good style. The flushed birds having 
been marked down In another patch of eane both puppies were 
sent Oil, when Dun flushed a single bird and dropped to wing. 
Ordered on, he made two pointB in succession on single birds, 
Fannie backing each. Having run his score out lie was taken up. 
Down 2 hours and 45 minutes. 

Pearl of Maury, a whlte-and-black setter bileb, the property of 
J. H. Dew and worked by him, was put down at 2 o’elock with 
Fannie, whOBC score was not yet run oul, in the same woods with 
eane where Dan had been taken up, and soon got two points in 
succession on Blngle birds, dropping each time to wing to the 
flush of the birds, which wero not shot at. Ordered ou, Fannie 


and Pearl pointed at the same time a single bird. Campbell was 
directed to flush the bird, when it proving to be a wounded one 
be caught it. Pearl booh after made a false point; ordered on in 
another patch of cane she pointed staunchly and in good style a 
covey: Dew flushed the covey and killed a bird, which Pearl re¬ 
trieved in good style. The covey having been marked down in 
adjoinlug woods, bare of undercover save dried leaveB, the pup¬ 
pies were sent over wlieu Pearl Immediately pnluted and in ex¬ 
cellent style, a single bird which had dropped in front of Ihe tree. 
Fannie coming up on the other side of tile tree, yet Willi Pearl in 
sight, came to a stand, but whether a back or a point Is a ques¬ 
tion. However, each puppy was given a point, and Fannie having 
run her score out was taken up. Down 2 hours and 40 minutes. 

Tile next in the order of drawing, Coin, a blue belton setter, 
and worked by his owner, John E. Long, was put clown al 3 
O'clock with Pearl of Maury in the same woods in which Fannie 
ran her score out. Having chafed on the chain like an untamed 
Tartar steed for the previous four hours, no sooner was he down 
titan dashing over tile dried leaves he rounded a large log and 
flushed a single bird, liut recovering his head dropped quickly to 
wing. Ordered on he again lost his caution, and in the dried 
leaves tan over a bird, flushed it atid dropped to wing. The 
judges, we Imagine, -lid not consider him down as they were con¬ 
sulting together over Fannie’s score, and so failed to notice either 
of the Hushes or to charge them, and luckily, ton, for Coin. The 
remainder of the woods proving blank, the puppies were called 
to heel, the woods with eane crossed, and the adjoiuing grass 
field with tint her was drawn. Coin showed sueli Intense excite¬ 
ment os to make him almost beyond control. Going down 
wind lie flushed a single bird and dropped so quickly that it was 
a questiou whether the bird began to rise before the dog begun 
to drop. The bird beiogone of a covey, while Coin was charged, 
the remainder rose, and settling iti a ditch the puppies were sent 
on, wlieu Coin pointed a single bird which had dropped in the 
open; the bird tail ami hcroaded it when it flushed itself to which 
he dropped to wing. Ordered ou he again pointed a few feet 
ahead aivl Pearl backed. The opportunity ivas availed of to try 
Prairie Rose for a back, which she did well. The point proved 
to he a false one,whether being where a bird had but a short time 
risen from or from keeping him ou his point so long for Prairie 
Rose to come up and back, cannot he decided; liut it not being 
possible to flush a bird lie was penalized for a false point. Seut 
on lie drew to a stand again, discovered his error and moved on. 
Mr. Long, finding him so excited, withdrew him to pul him down 
again if he had any chance to win. Down 35 minutes. 

At 3:35 the black, white ami tan setter puppy Breckeuridge be¬ 
longing to Captain Patrick Henry ami worked by him, was put 
down with Pearl in a field of grass and rag-weeds. Exhibiting 
ihe iiest style ami speed of any puppy in the race and quartering 
and ranging well, while going at a tremendous pace he got the 
scent of three birds of the covey which had been Hushed in tlie 
adjoining field.and absolutely sprang Into the all- and as lie turned 
jumjiril on to a staunch uud magnificent point. The birds 
ran and he mailed them carefully and in fine style established ills 
point a second time. Captain Henry flushed the birds and shot 
one which was retrieved by him capitally. Notwithstanding tlie 
good work which had been done by Fannie. Dan and Pearl it 
looked as if tlie winner of the stake was Breckeuridge; hut live 
points is a long race, and attended with litany mishaps, in a field 
trial, and Breekenridge was one of those who realized it. The 
remainder of (lie Held, tlie lower part of a corn-field and an ad¬ 
joining wheat stubble-field were drawn blank, when tlie upper 
portion of the corn-Meld was drawn. Both puppies entering it 
together, Pcurl led to the right and Breckeuridge to the left. 
Pearl soon found a envoy In good style, making a handsome and 
staunch point. Dew tin-tied the birds, but did nut shoot at. them. 
Breckeuridge, not m ar.hail no chance to back. A ragweed and grass 
Held was next drawn where a covey Hushed by the spectators had 
been marked down, Pearl came to a stand, dl.-covercd her error, 
moved ou and saved a false point. Breckeuridge ran down to 
tlie dense thicket bordering tlie lower portion of the Held ami 
came to a point, oti a single bird, which ran inlo the thicket, ami 
after which lie did some very fine roading. The bird run some 
distance through the thicket, then in a furrow ami out again into 
the matted grass where he lost it and got a false point. Subse¬ 
quently he Hushed a single bird which was undoubtedly the same 
lilrd Pearl soon after made a false point. She then pointed a 
single bird which was Hushed, but not shot at, and she dropped 
tn w ing. Breekenridge about tlie same time pointed a single 
till'd whit'll w as Hushed and shot, at but not killed, he dropped to 
shut. Pearl of Maury having run her score nut was taken 
up; and it being 5 o’clock Breekenridge was taken up for tlie 
night Pearl of Maury down three hours; Breckeuridge one 
hour and twenty-five minutes. 

General Jackson gave notice that while lie regretted it, yet lie 
found himself physically unable tn continue to act as judge, and 
that some one won il have to he substituted for him. 

TUESDAY MORNING, 

Wind southwest and blowing quite a bieeze. Sky slightly 
overcast w hich continued to become more so until at a quarter to 
eleven when it commenced to rain, which happily lasted for only 
about three-quartern of an hour. Aliout 1 o’clock the sun shone 
quite brightly and during the remainder of the day, but the high 
wind prevailed until sun set. 

There being some difficulty in obtaining a third judge suitable 
ami acceptable to all parties, General Jackson consented to con¬ 
tinue to the close of the Puppy Stakes, and it was unanimously 
agreed not to appoint another judge tn place of General Jackson, 
bin to leave tlie judging of the other stakes to General Church- 
hill and Dr. Young. ...... , „ , 

Captain Henry announced Ids Intention of w ithdrawing Brct'k- 
cnriilge with the privilege to put him down again if there was 
any chance for him to win. 

On I v three puppies, Lorna Doon, a Idaek, white and tun setter 
liHell, Belle, a black setter bitch, and Young Guido, a white and 
liver pointer dog, being left to finish tlie Puppy Stakes, it wa6 de¬ 
cided to put the three of them down together. Lorna Doon was 
worked hy her owner. Captain Ilenry, Belle by her breaker, 
Hamilton GIMings, ami Young Guido by his breaker, Eltston. 
They were cast off In fields of woods and short grass, when Lorna 
Doon in a very short time found ami pointed staunchly ami In 
good style a covey; Guido and Belle hacked, liut. Beil broke her 
hack and ran In and flushed. Tlie birds were shot at and one 
killed, and the three puppies dropped lo shot. Belle, ordered to 
retrieve, did an badly that, having flushed and having no chance to 
win, ihe judges ordered her up. The birds were marked down in 
the same Held, and Lorna and Guido having been ordered on, 
Lorna found and pointed staunchly and in flue style a single bird 
and Guido backed. Captain Henry Hushed and shot the bird, and 
bo til dropped to shot, and Lorna retrieved it well. Tlie hedge 
of the lane was next, drawn, when Lorna pointed staunchly a 
single bird, which was flushed but not shot at. A short grass 

anti rag weed field was next drawn, when Lorna, having a good 

opportunity, availed herself of It lo show her speed. Guido 
moved at a slow and cautious gait; soon lie dropped on a point 
aud Lorna hacked handsomely. It proved, however, to be on a 
flock of larks. The remainder of the field proving blank a corn¬ 
field was next drawn, when both pointed, and the birds evidently 
rtt „ ami the dogs took the back track, as after roading for some 
distance they lost the trail, but the judges hesitated about giv- 


















them a false point, and afforded them a chance to work the ] 
obiect of their point out. Lorua returning found the covey some 
distance to the roar of where Guido and herself had Brat pointed. 
The judges decided to aeore It neither a false point nor a point. 
Woods with undergrowth of grass, briars and cane was next 
drawn when Lorna pointed at a hole In a rlump of cane and 
Guido backed, and Captain Henry failing to Bush a bird she was j 
scored a false point and was taken up. Down one hour and five 
minutes. About ten minutes later the spectators Hushed four °r 
live birds in the vicinity of where Lorna had pointed and the 
gjnera?’Supposition was that the birds were part of the covey 
Bushed in the corn-field which had dropped into the paU-hof 
cane and had run into the hole and were in there when Lorna 
pointed, and after the handlers and dogs had left they ran out. 

Young Guido showing evidence of being ill, was withdrawn y 
Mr. Wheatley, which ended the Puppy Stakes.

Immediately after the decision of the Champion Stakes, the 
drawing for the order of running in the Brace Stakes commenced 
Mr. Wheatley’s brace were protested by Mr Smith for the reason 
that Mr. Wheatley had substituted Kate for Young Guido alter 
the entries had closed. Mr. Wheatley acknowledged that he had 
substituted Kate for young Guido, aa Young Guido had been 
taken sick while running in the Puppy Stakes, and could not 
iun In the Brace Stakes. He was willing to leave the question to 
the judges. Mr. Smith consenting, the judges, among whom was 
General Jackson, who had, by request of Dr. Young am! General 
Churchill, agreed to assist them In the Brace Stakes, retired, and 
after a short consultation, sustained Mr. Smith’s protest. Mr. 
Wheatley expressed his satisfaction with the decision ami stated 
that be had entered them only to fill the entry list, as he knew he 
had no chance to be placed. 

Mr. Sanborn, In consequence of Nellie being so lame, drew Nel¬ 
lie and Dan. 

Mr. Ackerman was protested for entering one dog, SI. Elmo, 
twice In the stakes. He wss given the option of drawing Splero 
or Malda, and concluded to draw Splero. 

Joe Jr. and Buck Jr. were the first brace drawn, hut Joe Jr. be¬ 
ing at Belle Meade, some delay was caused waiting for Campbell 
to go for him. When brought on the ground Buck Jr. and him¬ 


self were cast off—10 ;20—In same Held of tall rag-weed and 
matted crab-grass from which Buck Jr. and Kate had beeu but a 
short time taken up. M. C- Campbell worked the brace and kept 
them well In hand. Indeed, we think he made a mistake by 
keeping them In too much. Buck soon found a covey and Joe 
hacked. Campbell flushed and killed and both dropped to shot. 
Buck to order retrieved well. The dogs were now given their 
heads and scut toward the woods, where the covey had settled. 
Over the hill they dashed, down Into the valley und up theoppo- 
site hill, exhibiting great speed. They were thi n sent into the 
woods when Joe flushed a single bird aud dropped In wing. Camp¬ 
bell took them In hand again and kept them dose in. Joe drew 
to a point and Buck backed. Campbell failed to flush the bird 
and Joe got a false point; but the bird was flushed a few moments 
after from the spot, showing that Joe had not made a mistake. 
Buck theu flushed aud dropped to wing. Ordered on, Joe and Buck 
each pointed staunchly separate portions of the covey in a patch 
of cane. The birds flushed and were not shot at. Buck was 
found to be yet staunch on her point, notwithstanding several 
birds had flushed from before her; Campbell stepped forward and 
flushed a brace, which had remained, and killed one, and Joe to 
order retrieved it well. It was a nice piece of work on the part 
of Buck. Having run their score out they were taken up. Down 
23 minutes. 

St. Elmo and Malda, the next bracr drawn, were put down at 
10:45 in the same woods, and worked by Ackerman. Malda 
flushed and chased a covey, and then flushed a single bird in 
cane. The remainder of woods proviDg blank, a field of short 
grass aud weeds was drawn, where the brace did some excellent 
work, Malda showing good speed and style, und both quartering 
well. St. Elmo flushed a bird, aud the brace were taken up to 
be put down again if chance to be placed. Down 45 minutes. 

Bow and Erin II., the next brace, were put down at 11:30 in 
the same field of tall rag-weed and matted grass ill which Joe aud 
Buck had been cast off, and were worked by Whitford. Erin 
found a covey, aud Whitford Hushed and shot u bird, and 
dropped to shot, and retrieved well. Bow then pointed 
which was flushed but not shot at, and he dropped to wing, 
and Bow then flushed a bird each and dropped to wing, 
then p Anted a single bird which was flushed and shot at, hut not 
killed, and Bow dropped to shot. Having ran their score out, 
the brace were taken up, Bow to be put dow n again to back and 
retrieve if necessary. Down twenty minutes. 

At II :50 Purls and Clip, worked liy their owner, L. H. Smith, 
were put down in same field of rag-weed and matted crab grass, 
when Clip almost Immediately flushed a bird and dropped to 
order. Both Paris and Clip ran down into valley, which drawing 
blank they turned to the whistle, and coming up the hill down 
wind Paris flushed a bird and dropped to wing. Mr. Smith with¬ 
drew them tb put them down again if they should have a chance 
to be placed. Down eight minutes. 

At 12 o'clock Drake and Hash III., the former belonging to 
Luther Adams and the latter to the Harvard Kennel Club, of 
Cambridge, Mass., were put down In same grass and rag Held and 
worked by Adams and Nesbitt They drew the hill and valley 
blank, and then on the edge of the hill near the fence Drake 
pointed staunchly a bird; Dash lu cover Hushed a rabbit which 
ran over the bird Drake was pointing anil flushed it-; Drake, drop¬ 
ped to wing. The corn-fleld was next drawn when both dogs 
ranged wide and showed a great hurst of speed. Drawing It 
blank, they ran into the lower edge of rag weed and grass-field 
which they had left, when Drake and Dash began lo feather. 
Dash came to a stand anil Drake mailing was soon lost to view 
in the tall rag weed. The bird doubtless ran and was roaded by 
Druke, and as" Nesbitt failed to flush a bird before Dash’s point, a 
false point was scored against him. Drake was subsequently 
found on a point, the bird rau aud Drake roaded nicely to a 
second point; Dash comiug up backed; Adams flushed the bird 
shot at and missed it; Drake drooped to shot; Dash broke shot 
aud dropped to order. 

After a short recess Tor luneh another corn-fleld was drawn, 
when both again showed good speed, ranged wide and quartered 
well. The corn-fleld proving barren,the adjninlngwoods with un¬ 
dergrowth of cane wasdrawu where it covey flushed by the specta¬ 
tors had been marked down in a patch of cane. The brace were 
cast off In cane when Drake, working very cautiously, pointed a 
bird, and Dash backed; Adams flushed, and snapped both barrels 
at it, as he had forgotten after lunch to put cartridges in his gun. 
Dash next pointed the balance of the covey and Drake backed. 
Adams flushed and killed a bird and bolh ilngs dropped to shot. 
Bird being crippled ran and was lost In thick cane and could not 
lie found. Drake next pointed a bird in cane which was flushed, 
but could not be 6hot at, as It flew in the direction of crowd: 
Drake dropped to wing. Dash was at same time on the point of 
another bird, but the brace having run their score out, did not 
need the point. Nesbitt went up and took Dash off tHc point, and 
the brace were taken up. Dowu one hour ami twenty-live mlti- 
utes. 

At 1:50 Gladstone and Lincoln worked by Dew were cast off in 
the open and worked towards the cane. Lincoln immediately 
ran into the cane, came to a 6tauncl) point, on a bird and Glad¬ 
stone made one of his magnificent and inenniparnrahle hacks. 
The bird was flushed, but not shot at, anil both dropped to wing. 
Ordered on, Lincoln again pointed ami Gladstone made another 
of his grand backs. Dew flushed the bird, ami Mac Campbell, 
shooting for him. killed it, and Lincoln retrieved It In good style. 
Gladstone then flushed a hlril and dropped to wing. Lincoln 
uext came to a staunch point. Bnd Gladstone hacked. The birdB 
ran and Lincoln roaded finely; Gladstone wheeled, came up with 
one of his grand sweeps,ami with head in ulraml tall almost erect, 
he too, came to a point on them. The birds ran again; Lincoln 
roaded cautiously, while Gladstone made another of Ids sweeps 
and came to a point on them again simultaneously with Lincoln, 
t.he two forming a v upside down, auil milking a handsome pic¬ 
ture. Mae Campbell Hushed the birds and killed one, und both 
dogs dropped to shot, and to order Gladstone rctrlei 
grand style. Ordered on, Lincoln flushed a single 
dropped to wing, aud the brace having 
taken up. Down thirty minute*. 

At. 2:20, Jet mill Belle, work il by llamlllon Gittings, were 
cast off lu the open and worked toward tl e eane, w hen Jet 
pointed and Belle hacked. Gittings flushed bird and Belle 
chased and dropped to order. Jet then made, a false point anil 
Belle backed. Belle Ihcn pointed ami Jet backed to order. Git- 
tlnga flushed bird and Belle broke in ami dropped to order. The 
remainder of the cane proving barren, the woods, with oak leaves 
for cover, were drawn, when Belle flushed a bird and dropped to 
wing.
